Accordingly, in 
an old field, near Ibe public road be- 
tween Springfield and Lebanon, In a 
spot marked by evergreen trees, stands 
a atone bearing tbe Inscription. 'Ben 
Hardin ot Bardstown.’ ” — Springfield 
News Leader.

Paaack were loaned tonr days 
ago for the pntpoie of allowing Trias 
to gather his coran and. Trios' prom- 
laes, however, bove not been carried 
ont, and there lx nneertainty as to 
whether be will snrrendet this time. 
Gen. Fnoaton la awaiting (nrtber de- 
velopments before making any move. 

It ia reported that negotlatrona arc in 
progress for the surrender ot all tbe 
inanrgenta on the Island oi Cebu. 
Many amall detachments in various 
locaiitiea are anrrendeting daily. 

Tbe Philippine commission will sail 
from Manila on the transport Sum- 
mer Monday, and will visit twenty- 
five ports before retnniing in May. 
The members ot the commission will | 
first go to the capitals suutb of Ma- 
nila, with the exception of three nn- 
importapt ones.

Farming ia a trade that takes long- 
er to learn than any other. How 
many times one hears the question 
luked about some stranger: "What ia 
hla bnslneas?” "Is he a trar^eaman?" 
and invaribly, if be ia a farm- 
er, the reply will be: ' No, jnat a 

larmer,” as mnch to say, anybody 
can plow and plant and sow and reap. 
And almost anyone can to a certain 
extent. Bnt quite often the moat 
common work oi the farmer Is done 
in the way that causes almost total 
lost of bit time, hla team and perhaps 
other help, all became be knew no 
better way in which to do it. Per- 
haps he may get moderate returns lor 
bia labor in some partlcniar case, and 
not be aware that it ia not the best 
that conld have been obtained, ii bis 
work bad been ayatematic and thor- 
ongh. In a great many Instances the 
retaroes would have been one-balf or 
one lonrth greater. I remember, 
when I waa qnite young, asking dil- 
leient tradesmen how long it took 
them to learn their trade. The ans- 
wer (would range from one to five 
years. If tbe tame length of time 
were devoted to tbe study of farming, 
we should have more proficient farm- 
era. There are those who have lived 
and worked on a laim all their livta, 
and yet, at tbe age of 30 or 40, they 
do nut know bow to farm so aa to ob 
tain remunerative leaults. There ia 
no place where it pays to have things 
done at the proper time than on the 
farm. The failure ol the crops, the 
I nnlertllity of the soil, the condition 
I of the stock and so almost endlrrs 
number of leaks on tbe farm, are 
traceable to tbe lack of knowledge of 
the farmer. He boa not learned tbe 
I trade of tarming. Conarquentiy a 
I portion of bis labor and expenditure 
are thrown away, — George A. Rose, 
I in Prairie Farmer.

Last week, we took up the political 
history ot Judge Miller during ’96, 
’99 and 1901 campaigns, to locate, if 
pcatible, bis present pcaition, and we 
believe that we succeeded ' in estab- 
lishing this fact, that Irom his own 
utterences during these years, it is 
now impossible to locate l.im with the 
very beat and laUtt imp."<ved politic- 
al compass. Being sslici.ed to inves- 
tigate bis Democracy in '97, '98 aud 
1900, we here give wbat we were able 
to glean. 

In the early days of ’97, the leaders 
of tbe Democratic party— with like 
sponsors of the People’s party — got 
their beads together to plan for tbe 
destruction of the Republican party, 
in which undertaking, liotb parlies 
concluded to rmt their foil ones. Hav- 
ing agreed as to how tbe "pie” should 
be divided, each party at ooce set 
about to select its repretentatives at 
tbe “pie plucking picnic.” Those 
claiming to be Dcm.icrsis, met and 
resoluted cerlaiu men into I'andidaiea. 
likewite those claiming to be Popiiliais 
met aod ordainetl that certain men 
should represent them, ami these two 
distinct fkcli n*, of two di tine p< lit- 
al parties, met aud became one organ- 
ization. Tbe members of the right 
wing styled themselves Democrats, 
endorsed by the Populis s, wbi'e the 
left wing called tbemselt es Populists, 
endorsed by the Demo- rats. The 
leader of the lelt wing was Jas. P. 
Miller, who went before tbe people as 
a Populist endoraed by the Demo- 
crats, and upon every stump dec'Mreil 
himself to be a Populist, circulating 
his candidate cards iiodei the nameol 
Popolist, endorsed by the Dem>'Crals. 

Tbe campaign ot '97 v as peculiar 
in many respec's, partis I y, b< cause ot 
the political character of ibe bra lot 
tbe ticket. His mode of ’ ectbmeering 
worked admirably, but dealt death 
to bis own party an<t dt 1 r.icthm to 
hif Dem .craiic associate.; to Pop- 
ulists bee uid boast ot tiue loyally 
to priucip'et, to Democrsls he ileclar- 
ed that their cause was one in com- 
mon, while he would ap|ir< _ch bis old 
Republican associates with, "I am 
just as g<K)d a Kepiihlican asyuu are. ’ 
This mnhi* optra idi worked lieauli- 
fully and rettilled in his election to 
the Judgeship, while his colleagues 
suffered cruel tusion defeat. 

During the time ot iH-rfeeling tbe 
organization, the anti-lusion waters 
were very troublesome and frequent- 
ly required careful attenliun. I' poo 
one ocrssi.iD, the Pupurstsuf Bart- 
letta called a meeting to numinaie a 
candidate tor Magistrate and to de- 
mand tbe withdrawal ol tbe Demo- 
cratic candidate in tbat district. Tbit 
was a crisis which demanded careful 
attention, and Judge Miller was en- 
trusted with tbe work. lu bit speech, 
upon ibst occasion, he assured bis 
Populist friends that matters would 
be amicably adjusted, tbat Ibe Demo- 
cratic Domiuee would be withdrawn. | 
la order that bis words might carry ’ 
conviction and pacification with them, | 
be declared that “be bad hb toot cn 
the neck of tbe Democratic party and 
proposed to bold it there.” From Ibe 
signs of the limes, we are iuclined to 
believe this prophecy was truly in- 
spired, politically. It not imperti- , 
nent, we should desire to make thia i 
iulerrogation.
